Great Britain and Germany unleashed heavy new aerial 
blows at each other today, long-range guns duelled across 
the Straits of Dover, a Tokyo spokesman dangled an olive 
branch under the noses of Britain and the United States 
and Pravda, Moscow’s Communist party organ, predicted 
extension of the European war. 
Such was the spreading international tangle today as 
rep emissions of the new Rome-Berlin-Tokyo economic 
and military agreement still echoed around the world and 
the United States pushed doggedly ahead with its gigantic 
preparations for defense. 
Pravda went into considerable discussion of the division 
of sphere of influence outlined in the pact and then 
commented acridly: 
“ Whether the sigudtoriV> succeed in realising in prac­ 
tice such a division of spheres of influence is a different 
question.** 
The editorial, in which Pravda told the world that 
Russia was kept fully advised by Berlin of Germany’s 
intention to sign the three-power agreement, appeared to 
have been written under instructions to sit on the fence 
as much as possible and not climb too far out on a limb. 
Neutrality Respected 
The newspaper said the reservations in the pact regard­ 
ing Soviet Russia were believed to show that the three 
signatories will respect Russia’s neutrality. Likewise, said 
Pravda, the reservations confirm the strength and signifi­ 
cance of Moscow's non-aggression pacts with Germany 
and Italy. 
It was said that the Soviet Union’s policy of peace and 
neutrality will be continued.

greater strides than in all the pre­ 
vious period of its history. 
We consider a sturdy, strong 
tree and feel that it must have 
attained its growth and strength 
from the soil in which it grew, and 
from the regularity of rain and 
sunshine. So with human beings. 
Nothing can take the place of good 
heredity — and growth is to the 
greatest 
degree 
dependent 
on 
that. But given a good ancestry, 
a favorable environment, the de­ 
termining factor in growth seems 
to be the food elements taken in 
during the early years of life. 
Inadequate Diet 
We list an inadequate diet as 
consisting of: cornmeal, milled 
wheat flour, sweet potatoes, cab­ 
bage, collards, fat pork, lard, cane 
sugar, molasses and vitamin-free 
casein. 
This is, in fact, a standard diet 
— the Goldberger diet — used in 
nutritional laboratories to pro­ 
duce food deficiency conditions. 
It furnishes adequate fuel, energy 
and building material for the 
body, but the body will not thrive 
on it. 
The opposite—the adequate diet 
•—consists of milk, eggs, meat, po­ 
tatoes, whole wheat bread, cereals, 
green Vegetables and fruits. 
lf certain elements of this sort 


of diet are pushed striking periods 
of growth result. In London Dr. 
Carry Mann made the experiment 
of observing separate groups of 
children. 
Careful 
records 
of 
height, weight and physical fit­ 
ness were kept of each member of 
both groups. One group on an ade­ 
quate basic diet gained 3 8/10 
pounds and grew I 8/10 inches. In 
the other group on the same basic 
diet but with the addition of one 
pint of milk a day, they gained in 
the same period of time 6 9/10 
pounds and grew 2 6/10 inches. 
Milk Made the Difference 
If observed for a long time the 
two groups were seen to carry out 
this tendency regularly and con­ 
tinuously. Dr. Mann wrote, “The 
casual visitor would never fail to 
recognize the boys receiving the 
extra ration of milk. They were 
obviously more fit.” 
The menace to the population 
of Europe in the present crisis 
consists in the fact that their sup­ 
plies are deficient in the very foods 
that increase growth and bodily 
strehgth. In our own country ex­ 
perts say that if an adequate diet 
is maintained for the entire popu­ 
lation our consumption of vege­ 
tables and citrus fruits should be 
increased 59 to 75 per cent; but­ 
ter, milk and eggs 50 to 94 per 
cent and meat IO to 30 per cent.
